It is a pitjfjthat more cooks do not un- 


derstand the preparation of the many 
delicious iced puddings which French 
artists of the kitchen make from rice 
and from nuts. The iced rice pudding 
is most delicious, made as a simple rice 
custard, frozen, and served with pre- 
served fruits. Boil a scant teacup o£ 
nice Carolina rice in a double boiler 
with a quart of milk, half a cup of sugar 
and half a teaspoonful of salt. When 
the rice is soft take it up and stir in the 
yolks ot four eggs. Return the pud- 
ding to the fire and beat it hard for two 
or three minutes. Add a pint of rich 
cream, and, when the pudding- is cold, 
two tablespoonfuls o£ maraschino or 
some sherrj-, or, if you prefer it, a table- 
spoonful of orange extract. Freeze the 
pudding and serve it on a ba=e of golden 
orange jelly or with sweat preserved 
oranges or quinces heaped over it. It 
is also nice served on a low crystal plat- 
ter with a wreath ol whipped cream, 
tinted pink with preserved stravi berry 
or raspberry juice. 


An especially ornamental way 1o 


serve this pudding is in. a coating of 
water ice. Apricots make one of the 
most delicious ices for this purpose. 
Slice 12 apricots, or use the same 
amount of canned fruit. Add half a 
pound of sugar to the apricots ar.'l 
squeeze in the juice of two lemons.. Mix 
them well. Strain the whole through a 
sieve. Add a half pint of sirup made 
by boiling half a cufr o{ sugar vapidly 
for 20 minutes in half a cup o£ water. 
Stir the water and sugar so that the 
sugar is dissolved before the boiling 
point is reached. Mix the sirup and 
fruit juice. Freeze the apricot ieS" and 
line a mold, imbedded in salt and ice, 
with this apricot watei- ice. Press it 
on the sides and fill the cavity in the 
center with the iced rice pudding. Co\ er 
the mold and seal it up hermelically, 
rubing butter thickly around the edges 
of the cover, so that the salt and ice 
cannot penetrate within. 
Co\er the 


mold with ice and salt, pack newspa- 
pers around it, and tic ithem OUT it 10 
prevent the water penetrating to the 
packing. 
Leave it for four hours or 


longer; then, uncover it, turn it out on 
a low glass platter and decorate it v, i t h 
a wreath of whipped cream fla\oifd to 
suit the taste.—X. Y. Tribune.

Almost universally the notion pre- 


vails that when the pines are gone they 
are gone forever, and that the eoil where 
they grew is worn out, unfit to repro- 
duce good timber qualities. This no- 
tion, so damaging1 to forest preserva- 
tion, also discourages improved for- 
estry on the prairie, where temporary 
trees are often planted only for the i 
present convenience of the proprietor, j 


Alternations of trees are as various 


as the species within the territory 
where they occur. In the southern 
states especially, and sometimes in tho 
northern, oaks take the place of the 
departing pines, and so the reverse. 
I5ut the succeeding oaks stand no show 
compared with the poplars, aspens, es- 
pecially, and the canoe birches. The 
latter grow on moist or dry places, and 
fires cannot eradicate them. Both waft 
on wings of down their millions upon 
millions of almost infinitesimal seeds, 
that alight everywhere. Burned dis- 
tiicts or any cleared land are their 
paradise. Hence, all along the northern 
tier of lumber states and the Canadas, 
even to the arctic circle, these trees 
take possession of the denuded lands. 
Fortunately they are short-lived, and 
often pave the way for the return of the 
pine. 


Oaks get a foothold, too, interspersed 


with other hard woods, for their seeds 
and roots, long- buried under the leaves 
and soil, get sunlight enough to sprout. 
These facts demonstrate that with 
proper management we can have the , 
moht saluable trees if we only plant, 
and preserve them and keep out fires 
and browsing stock.

So far from the forests having a worn- 


out soil, it is the best in the world. Thei 
decay of the fallen leaves and limbs.' 
the carbon dioxide thus evolved for 
plant growth again, the

Th» Habit Among Authors ot Disguising 


One's tuatl CoRnomen. 


Almost everj writer at the begin- 


ning- of his career knows a trepidation 
nnd timidity that makes him glad to 
hide behind n. "sobriquet," or, as the 
French usually call them, "noms de 
guerre." It might be thought that 
these are chosen haphazard. Though 
this may be so in some cases, it is usual- 
ly otherwise. As much thought is often 
expended in their construction as was 
ever devoted to the title of a book. 
Some adopt a "nom de plume" because 
of innate modesty; others through 
moral fear of the public and critics; yet 
a larger class find a satisfaction in writ- 
ing over a namemiore suggestive, it may 
be, or romantic thara the original fam- 
ily name. Sometimes the style and 
kind of work done by an author sug- 
gests or deeides the pseudonym, while, 
in the great majority of cases, simply 
that of a euplionious or fanciful nam3 
is desired. 


The simplest forms—and these con- 


stitute a goodly number—consist of the 
initials of the author's real name, such 
las "L. K. L." (Letitia Elizabeth Lan- 
'don); "G. A. S." (George Augustus Sn- 
'la); and "B." (the late Lord Brarawcll), 
or some transposition of the real name, 
'such us "Dalmocand" (used by George 
.Macdoiialcl), and "Draw," which is sim- 
.ply Ward written backward. As a.n- 
lother example might be mentioned, the 
'famous prima donna, Mme. Trebelli, 
whose real name was "Gillebert," her 
noin de theatre being her surname 
spelled backward, with the initial "G ' 
.omitted. 


It has been, a favorite fancy with ati- 


'thors to asEume fictitious names upon 
'the initials of their own. Thus, Annie 
'Bronte wrote as "Acton Bell," Char- 
,lotte Bronte as"Curier Bell,"andEmily 
•Bronte as "Ellis Bell." In all the wide 
field of literature can three other such 
illustrious names be found belonging 
to one family? It-is a, scarcely known 
'fact tJiat Robert Burns, was a nom de 
plume, that Scotch poet's name being 
Eobert Burneee, but it has by right of 
usage become the family name, as in 
the case of Sir Henry Irving and Henry 
M. Stanley. 


It is not unusual for lady writers, 


who desire to cultivate a masculin^ 
style of writing and who feel that a 
good masculine name would carry con- 
viction, to adopt names of the opposite 
sex. Mrs. Henry Wood used to write 
as "Johnny Ludlow.'1 Mrs. Cross im-, 
inortalized herself as "George Eliot," 
Mme. Dudevant, who was no mean fac-] 
tor in the literary and social circles oC 
the last century, as "George Sand," and 
Mrs. Stannard, who delights the read- 
ing world with the bright military 
tales of "John Strange Winter."—Phil- 
adelphia Times.
